of the money he received ever found 
its way into the union treasury, in 
stead of going to labor's strong box it 
found its way into Mr Parks pocket 
It was one of the little perquisites of 
the walking delegate and now the pub 
he begins to believe that there might 
have been in Mr Parks' districts a 
great many Plentys—how many per 
haps will never be known until the 
judgment day 
Of the thousands who 


went out on the strike at the walking 
delegate s demand, it is fair to pre 
sume that there were many who paid 
larger sums than Plenty 
but who 


found the public exposure of such a 
disgraceful act was more than they 
could bear 
There is but little doubt 


that the defendants lawyers received 
large retainers for they had given the 
assurance that he would never be con- 
victed or, if conMCted, would never 
see the inside of a prison wall 
As the 


trial progressed the cry had been for 
money, money money 
The lawyers 


were supposed to be a mine of eagle 
wisdom and the mam desire on the 
part of the defendant was the horrible 
thought of being a convicted felon 
and for more than two years to wear a
